Coin  #3  IMPORTANT  OEUJISH  REFERENCE  COIN 
This  interesting  silver  denarius  was  issued 
c,  55  BC  by  the  Roman  A,  Plautius  to 
commemorate  the  subjugation  of  "Bacchius 
Dudaeus"  whose  actual  identity  is  not  known 
for  sure,  but  may  be  one  of  the  Hasmonean 
leaders.  The  Jewish  figure  kneels  besides 
a camel.  Obverse  well  centered,  reverse 
inscription  especially  sharp.

Coin  #5  THE  LAST  PAGAN! 

Julian  II,  nephew  of  the  first  Christian  Emperor  of  Rome 
(Constantine  the  Great),  became  the  sole  ruler  of  the  Empire 
in  361  AD,  Influenced  by  pagan  Greek  philosophy,  after 
receiving  a Christian  education,  he  sought  to  end  the  influence 
of  Christianity,'  Towards  this  end  he  even  gave  the  Jews 
permission  to  start  rebuilding  their  holy  temple  in  Jerusalem, 
but  the  effort  failed,  A hoard  of  silver'i  siliquas  of  Julian  _ 
(as  he  was  dubbed  by  the  Church)  was  recently  found,  and  we 
to  obtain  the  choicest  pieces  for  our  members  at  a reasonable 
price.  If  Julian  hadn’t  ruled  for  such  a short  time  (just  2 years)  he  might 
have  significantly  changed  the  course  of  history!
